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There are those with us today who 
would make us believe that it is a sin 
to drink tea and coffee. But those 
who condemn these drinks do so be- 
cause they heard of or knew someone 
else who condemned them. No doubt, 
there are many people today who 
would be much better in their bodies 
if thy would refrain from tea and 
coffee. When any foodstuff is in- 


eople continue to partake of that 
food, provided they are aware of the 
harmful effects the food has on their 
bodies. 

One person will base his argument 
on the Word of God, while another 
person will base his argument wholly 
upon speculation, and, sad as it is, 
each of those two persons have a 
great many followers. When we be- 
gin searching for a foundation for our 
doctrine of coffee drinking, we only 
find one foundation, and that is mere 
speculation and that will not stand 
the acid test by any means. So many 
people today spend most all of their 
time trying to help the other fellow 
and at the same time they are in need 
of help more than anyone else. 

Now let us see just what the Son of 
God has to say about meats and 
drinks. We notice that when Jesus 
sent the twelve to the lost sheep of 
the House of Israel, He did not men- 
tion drinks because He was sending 
Jews to preach to Jews and He knew 
what the twelve would eat and drink 
while preaching to the house of Is- 
rael. But when Jesus sent out the 
eventy, He told them to go into every 

ity and place whither He Himself 
would come. Did Jesus warn those 
seventy ministers to watch their eats 
and drinks? Nay, but He said, “And 
in the same house remain, eating and 
drinking such things as they give: 
for the laborer is worthy of his hire. 
Go not from house to house,” Luke 
10:7. In the next verse, Jesus told 
them to eat such things as were set 
before them. 

The sending out of the seventy 
ministers occurred while Jesus and 
His disciples were on their way from 
the transfiguration — perhaps on 
Mount Hermon—to Jerusalem. This 
‘journey would bring Jesus and His 


eos to the body, it becomes a sin if 
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disciples through Samaria. Therefore, 
the new Samaritans, being Assyrlans 
either by birth or by subjugation, and 
being idolaters, who worshipped many 
kinds of divinities, would no doubt eat 
many kinds of food which were for- 
bidden by the Mosaic law. Therefore, 
Luke tells us that they seventy were 
to eat anything which was set before 
them. Christ fulfilled the law and 
the prophets when He was born and 
while the seventy ministers were deal- 
ing with the souls of those Samari- 
tans, it was no time to quibble about 
the law of meats and drinks. A min- 
ister will never convict a sinner to 
do anything except to get saved, be- 
cause while he is a sinner he cannot 
see anything but the fact that he is 
lost spiritually. The writer has seen 
ministers of the gosepl try to convict 
sinners that it is wrong for them to 
use tobacco. Of course, that was im- 
possible because of the fact a sinner 
does not have the light on sin. If we 
will remove the cause of sin, the sin 
will automatically disappear. 

There was no existing law forbid- 
ding the Samaritans to eat or drink 
anything they could get, and the 
seventy ministers whom Christ sent 
out to preach the gospel were instruct- 
ed to eat such things as were given 
them. They were also told to drink 
things as were given them. If the 
Bible is properly examined with an 
open mind and a will to learn, there 
will be no excuse for a Christian to 
become confused about the doctrine 
of meats and drinks for this dispen- 
sation, because “the law and the 
prophets were until John: since that 
time the kingdom of God is preached, 
and every man presseth into it.” Paul 
told the Roman church that the king- 
dom of God is not meat and drink, 
but that it is righteousness, and peace, 
and joy in the Holy Ghost. Knowing 
this, let us judge ourselves and eat 
and drink as becometh Christians, 
enjoying our liberty in Christ Jesus, 
and not take upon ourselves the yoke 
of bondage because we are free from 
the law. Paul tells us if we serve 


Christ in these things that it will be 
acceptable to God, and will be ap- 
proved of men. It is good for all men, 
when they exhort, to exercise wisdom, 
and not merely give their idea, but 
give what God says regarding a 
subject. 

After we study 1 Cor. 10:23-32, it is 
obvious that the law of meats and 
drinks ceased to be effective when the 
Gentile Age was ushered in. A close 
analysis of the above scripture will 
prove conclusively that meats and 
drinks do not come within the scope 
of Biblical prohibition during the Dis- 
pensation of Grace or Church Age. 
Let us see just what Paul told the 
church at Colosse. In the second 
chapter and the eighth verse, Paul 
told the church to beware lest any 
man spoil them. This is an age in 
which we want to take what God says 
about doctrine instead of what some 
man thinks about it. In the four- 
teenth verse, we see where Christ 
nailed every ordinance to the cross, 
that is, every ordinance which was 
against us. In verse fifteen, we see 
where Christ spoiled every power that 
would keep us under the law and 
thereby preclude our liberty in Christ 
Jesus. In verse sixteen, we have the 
key verse which will forever liberate 
man from the power of the doctrine 
and law of meats and drinks, because 
we are not to let anyone judge us as 
to what we must eat or drink. Should 
we allow anyone to judge us in meats 
and drinks, it would be returning to 
the schoolmaster. There is nothing 
complex about the doctrine of meats 
and drinks as set forth in the Bible. 
The Bible is plain, and if we wish to 
know it, we will have to study it dili- 
gently, with an open mind, and ask 
God to illuminate it to our under- 
standing and the Holy Ghost will 
quicken our minds to that end. 

Many were the men, “the holy men 
of God,” who wrote the Bible and 
those men were always inspired by 
the Holy Ghost. Some of the writers 
were priests, as Ezra; some were 
poets, as Solomon; some were proph- 
ets, as Isaiah; some were warriors, 
as David; some were shepherds, as 
Amos; some were statesmen, as Dan- 
iel; some were sages, as Moses and 
Paul; some were fishermen without 
letters, as Peter and John. Some 
wrote laws, as Moses; some wrote his- 
tory, as Joshua; some wrote psalms, 
as David; another proverbs, as Solo- 
mon; some wrote prophecies, as Jere- 
miah; others wrote biographies, as

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Should a Christian Worry? 





“Come unto me, all ye 


that labour and are heavy 
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By Rev. H. W. Staats 


An English minister, a few years 
ago, made the statement that he did 
not believe a person could be a real 
Christian and worry. Whatever the 
ultimate answer may be, this at least 
can be said, that we are dealing with 
a universal problem. There are some 

mptations and sins which beset only 

few folk. For instance, some never 
think of stealing, while others are 
obsessed with the desire to take that 
which does not belong to them. Some 
are filled with the spirit of covetous- 
ness, while their neighbors are con- 
tented and happy with what they 
have. Some are haunted with jealousy 
and become green-eyed with envy, 
while other people are free from all 
such warping thoughts and imagin- 
ings. Some find it hard to tell the 
truth, while for others it is no temp- 
tation. And so one might go on. I 
venture to say, however, that every- 
one of us worries sometime or another; 
others less, but we are all guilty of 
worrying. We all know too well the 
power of worrying to upset cur minds, 
weaken our wills, and in some cases 
prostrate our bodies. If we could only 
find mastery over all worry, then we 
would be happy indeed. 


Our lesson was taken from one of 
the most familiar passages in the New 
Testament—“‘The Sermon on the 
Mount.” Stanley Jones in one of his 
books says, “The greatest need of 
Qu Christianity is to discover and 

ctually believe that the Sermon on 
the Mount is the only practical way of 
living.” We have always thought, of 
course, that it held enshrined very 
beautiful ideas, but we have actually 
been letting ourselves ask, “But is it 
practical?” A business man might be 
heard saying, “It is all very well for 
one who lived nineteen hundred years 
ago to tell me that I should live as 
carefree as the birds. It would cer- 
tainly take the furrow out of my 
brow, but that kind of life isn’t meant 
for me.” We have pictured Jesus as 
a beautiful visionary, as a high ideal- 
: but we have failed to see that in 
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the midst of His idealism He was most 
practical. The world and individual 
men and women will yet learn that 
there was downright common sense 
in all that He said. All our troubles 
and worries of to-day in our inter- 
national, economic and _ industrial 
worlds are here because we have 
failed to take Jesus Christ seriously. 
Our thoughts have not been His 
thoughts, neither have our ways been 
His ways, and then we wonder, fret, 
stew, and worry why we are not get- 
ting along and the world is not 
getting better. Worry is living with 
God left out. 

In the first place, it is well to re- 
mind ourselves that worry is an 
absolutely useless thing. Worry does 
not solve our problems; it only unfits 
us to deal with them in a brave and 
competent manner when they do 
come. Everyone is agreed that most 
of the things we worry about never 
happen. Suppose business does not 
pick up, does lying awake at nights 
or walking the floor improve the 
situation any? No, it only makes us 
less able to handle the situation in 
a proper way. Many people inces- 
santly worry over what might happen. 

There are others who are forever 
worrying themselves sick over what 
has happened in the past. If only 
they had done differently, such and 
such would not have happened or so 
and so would have not been hurt. 
You can recall to mind people who 
make themselves and everybody else 
miserable because they are wishing 
they had been something else from 
what they are, if they had only had a 
better education, or if they had only 
invested their money in something 
else—IF-—IF—IF. 

If they would only realize that the 
past is gone and it cannot be recalled. 
What is done must remain. What is 
the use of worrying over the past? 
You did the thing which you thought 
to be best at that time—it represented 
your best judgment, so why let past 
mistakes continue to haunt and worry 
your present and so unfit you for the 
duties of to-day? All your remorse 
and bitter disappointments and 


laden,” Matt. 11:28. 
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brooding over “what might have 
been” will not by any conceivable 
means bring back those vanished 
opportunities. There is a world of 
wisdom in Paul’s words, “Forgetting 
those things which are behind.” The 
past is gone, it is irreparable, it is 
useless to worry about it. 

It would do a lot of us good if we 
would forget past grudges, past dis- 
putes, past slights, and past sins. I 
know people who, after having 
brought their sins in honest confes- 
sion to God, instead of leaving them 
at His feet, have carried them away 
with them again and continued to 
worry about them. “He that cometh 
unto me I will in no wise cast out,” 
said Jesus. “Though your sins be as 
scarlet, I will make them as wool,” 
says the Father, and yet we continue 
to worry about them. Sins confessed 
in true penitence need never be a 
continued worry. It is useless to worry 
over the past. 

In the next place, worry is not only 
useless, it is wrong. The English min- 
ister insisted that it was a sin because 
it was a deliberate lack of faith. It 
is virtually refusing to believe in the 
God which Jesus Christ believed in. 
Refusal to take the Sermon on the 
Mount seriously is a sin. If we as 
individuals, if organized industry, and 
the nations would live according to 
that sermon of Jesus, all the need- 
less worry would be taken from life. 

Jesus was convinced that nobody 
trusted God enough. He didn’t be- 
lieve in a different kind of God, He 
just believed in that God infinitely 
more. 

“Like as a Father pitieth his chil- 
dren, so the Lord .. .” That was in 
the Jew’s Bible. Or again, “Thou shalt 
keep him in perfect peace whose mind 
is stayed on thee”; or, “The Lord is 
my shepherd; I shall not want”; or, 
“When thou passeth through the wa- 
ters I will be with thee”; or, “Commit 
thy way unto the Lord; trust also 
in him.” I say all these passages the 
Hebrews read. Jesus believed in them.

1:19 
tells us, “If ye be willing and obedient, 
ye shall eat the good of the land.” Re- 
member our subject, “The Obedient 
Life.” 

Brother, I declare unto you, in spite 
of the millions of sermons that have 
been preached, and in the face of all 
that will ever be preached, the obedi- 
ent life is the only life that will as- 
sure you of heaven; likewise disobedi- 
ence is the only thing that will keep 
you out. It was disobedience on Moses’ 
part that kept Him from crossing over 
into the promised land, also those God 
destroyed in the wilderness. God told 
Moses to speak to the rock the second 
time, but Moses smote the rock twice, 
and said, “Hear, ye rebels, must we 
fetch you water?” thereby failing to 
sanctify the Lord to the people. It 
means a lot to say we are obedient in 
all things. See 2 Cor. 2:9 and Rom. 6: 
16. Remember, it has always been, and 
still is God’s people who grieve the 
Lord. Of course, God is angry with the 
wicked every day, but those who have 
made a start with God, and failed to 
follow on to know the Lord, particu- 
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larly grieve the Lord many times. 

Some may say, “You seem to be 
after us.” Well, if we haven’t obeyed 
the Lord fully, Satan is after us, and 
will overtake us, if we don’t run for 
our lives. 

Some will demand that you give 
them two or more New Testament 
scriptures where the Bible is against 
their pet theory, but if we believe all 
of God’s Word, and are determined to 
be obedient in all things, we will say, 
“Yes, Lord,” the first time we hear 
Him, and like Paul, “Lord, what will 
Thou have me to do?” 

There are too many one-talent 
Christians, who seek to minimize God’s 


power and will say, “Yes, I know God 
will save, but this being sanctified, and 
filled with the Holy Ghost, that isn’t 
for us.” God’s Word says, in Acts 5:32, 
that the Holy Ghost is given to them 
who obey Him. We are still talking 
about the obedient life; yes, this sub- 
ject includes paying tithes. This is one ® 
of the biggest subjects in the Bible. I 
may not be handling it so you can see 
its size, but that is my inability. I 
trust you will overlook that. 

Paul was surprised to find certain 
brethren at Ephesus without the Holy 
Ghost, but they hadn’t so much as 
heard that there was a Holy Ghost. 
See Acts 19:2, 3. If he was surprised, 
no wonder we are, when we see people 
who have known for years that the 
Holy Ghost is a Bible experience for 
all that will obey. Brother, just follo 
on to know the Lord in a full experi 
ence.

There was a man 
named Simeon, a just and devout man 
waiting to see Christ, our Lord. The 
Holy Ghost revealed to him that ke 
should not die till he had seen Him. 
After he finished talking, and took 


Jesus in his arms and blessed God, he 
said, “Lord, now lettest thou thy serv- 
ant depart in peace.” When he fin- 
ished speaking, then Anna . began 
speaking. V. 38, “And she coming in 
that instant gave thanks likewise 
unto the Lord,” like Simeon did. She 
spake of Him to all them that looked 
for redemption. In Jerusalem, the 
women were first to tell of His resur- 
rection.

It was 
about the year 1933 that I first re- 
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ceived an invitation from Brother 
Herbert Crook to visit Argentina. 
Brother Crook, an American mis- 
sionary, married a French sister in 
Quilmes, a suburb of Buenos Aires.

After building a mission hall and 
home, they asked me to come and take 
it over for the Church of God. I had 
so much to do at that time, in con- 
nection with my _ world-mission 
travels, that I was unable to visit 
Argentina until 1940, ahout seven 
years later. In the meantime, Brother 
Crook had died and I found Sister 
Crook still holding the place for the 
Church of God. She would neither sell 
nor rent it to others. In Buenos Aires, 
Brother Mazzucco and I arranged to 
take over the building for mission 
services. 

Brother Mazzucco and his brother, 
Carlos, had served as a priest’s helpers 
in the Roman Catholic Church before 
receiving the light on holiness and the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost. After 
receiving the fullness of blessing in 
the Holy Spirit, the Mazzucco broth- 
ers, with the help of other faithful 
workers, were used of God in building 
up a strong church with about 450 
members. They built a temple in 
which to worship, that would seat 
approximately that many people. It 
was a nice building made cf masonry 
and stuccoed on the outside. The 
interior construction of the temple 
was designed to meet all the needs of 
a fast-growing congregation, but the 
building soon became too small. The 
people began to pray and several 
messages in other tongues came forth 
with the interpretation and proph- 
ecies that the Lord was sending some- 
one to them “from very far” and, 
finally, it was indicated that the 
messenger referred to was “coming 
from North America.” It was over ten 
thousand miles from my home in 
Lynwood, California, to Buenos Aires, 
Argentina, via New York. 

I had started to Egypt but changed 
my itinerary after reaching New York, 
because of the war in Eurupe, and so 
I continued to South America and 
arrived unannounced in Ruenos Aires, 
as far as the human element is con- 
cerned. However, God went before 
me, and had shown me to Brother 
Mazzucco in a vision of the night, and 
when I appeared to him other marvel- 
ous things, too numerous to mention, 
were happening. In the vision, I spoke 
only three words to Brother Maz- 
zucco, saying, “Here I am.” Imme- 
diately all prophecies and messages

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How Keep from Grieving 


The Holy Spirit is very sensitive. He 
is easily grieved—so easily, in fact, 
that a Christian can be grossly guilty 
of grieving Him and be almost un- 
conscious of having done so, unless he 
is well informed concerning the things 
that grieve this wonderful Comforter 
and Helper of the Trinity which has 
been so graciously provided for God’s 
people. 

“Grieve not the holy Spirit of God, 
whereby ye are sealed unto the day 
of redemption” (Eph. 4:30) is a very 
definite command found in the New 
Testament. 

Surely no true Christian would wish 
to grieve this Friend. How, then, keep 
from it? One way, obviously, is to 
know some of the things which defi- 
nitely grieve Him, and avoid them by 
God’s help. 

To grieve, the dictionary tells us, 
means to “cause pain of mind” to 
someone. The interesting fact is that 
we cannot grieve anyone who does not 
love us. We can hurt or anger or 
annoy such a person, but we cannot 
grieve him. “Grieve” is a word asso- 
ciated only with love. 

The Holy Spirit is a Person, a loving, 
sensitive Personality who loves us in- 
tensely, and Who, therefore, can be 
and is capable of being grieved deep- 
ly and easily. A good mother never 
hates her child, no matter what that 
child may do; but she is deeply 
grieved over his misdoings and sins. 
It is that way with the Spirit of God. 

The Word speaks of Him by various 
names. By looking closely at these 
various titles we may be able to dis- 
cover some of the things we may do 
which grieve Him. Let us see: 


THE SPIRIT OF LIFE 

is one of His titles (Rom. 8:2). Any- 
thing which indicates indifference, 
dullness, deadness, grieves Him; or in- 
difference, or lukewarmness toward the 
things of God. Neglect of our Bibles, 
loving pleasure more than prayer, 
irregular attendance at worship serv- 
ices, carelessness in our Christian liv- 
ing—these tend to grieve Him who is 
the Spirit of life, and the opposite of 
these traits. Then, He is called 


THE SPIRIT OF WISDOM, 
another name for Him (Eph. 1:17). 
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How ignorance, conceit, foolishness, 
irrelevant and light talking grieve 
Him! Do we have any sense of pride 
in our own knowledge and ability? 
This grieves Him. He is ever ready to 
reveal to us, if we are willing to be 
taught, the deep things of the Word. 
He is the Divine Helper and Teacher. 
Do we ignore Him, or welcome His 
instruction? Perhaps some of our fail- 
ings here are serving to grieve this 
Friend. Again, He is termed 


THE SPIRIT OF FAITH 
(2 Cor. 4:13), and our lack of this 
quality cannot help grieving Him 
much. Is there any form of unbelief 
in our lives? Do we doubt any of 
the fundamental truths of the Book? 
Does our lack of faith cause us to 
worry over secular matters? These 
things, if present, grieve Him. 


THE SPIRIT OF TRUTH 
(John 14:17) is a name which indi- 
cates clearly that anything untrue, de- 
ceitful, false, must grieve this Friend 
of ours. Some folks have lies in their 
lives for many years, all unconfessed 
and unrighted. Any form of untruth 
will grieve Him. Lies may be lived as 
well as spoken. The devil is the fath- 
er of lies (John 8:44) and seeks to in- 
ject some form of lie into the life of 
every believer. He knows this will 
grieve the Spirit and hinder the Chris- 


tian’s effectiveness and usefulness for. 


God. 


THE SPIRIT OF GRACE 
(Heb. 10:29) shows clearly that any 
hardness, bitterness, unthankfulness, 
maliciousness, unforgiveness in our 
lives will grieve Him. So many peo- 
ple have someone with whom they “are 
not on speaking terms”! Such an 
attitude fosters bitterness in the heart; 
it gives the devil full opportunity to 
work fast and furiously. It is a ter- 
ribly dangerous way to live. And it is 
certain to grieve the Holy Spirit of 
God. Murmuring against one’s circum- 
stances and lot in life, about the 
“weather,” about things and persons 
in general, is another fruitful cause 
of grief to Him. Failure to thank God 
for His blessings is another. Satan 
loves to keep us thinking about our 
“hard lot” instead of our blessings. Are 
we helping him, and grieving our

THE SPIRIT OF HOLINESS 
(Rom. 1:4) is a name which truly fits 
Him! Do we harbor any unclean 
thoughts—thoughts we wouldn’t have 
other people know of for the world? 
This Friend knows all about them, and 
is grieved deeply because we do toy 
with them. Do we pore over unclean 
literature—that salacious magazine in 
the barber shop which we wouldn’t 
permit in our own homes? How about 
improper pictures in the home, or 
which we view elsewhere? Unclean 
movies may not be omitted here—be- 
cause they are among the most fruit- 
ful sources of filth for the mind and 
heart which we have today. Do we 
listen willingly to unclean stories? 
These are keen questions, but they 
are so closely connected with this mat- 
ter of grieving the Spirit of God. 


THE SPIRIT OF POWER, AND OF 
LOVE AND OF A SOUND MIND 
(DISCIPLINE—R. V.) 

This name is found in 2 Timothy 
1:7, where this spirit is contrasted with 
the “spirit of fear.” Since He is the 
Spirit of power, love, discipline, any 
weakness, lack of control, disorderli- 
ness, etc., must surely grieve Him 
deeply. Are we embittered because 
someone has wronged us? Have we 
permitted hatred to enslave our na- 
ture? These, and similar weaknesses 
which we permit, grieve the Holy 
Spirit of our God. Then, He is also 

THE SPIRIT OF GLORY 
(1 Peter 4:14). Those things which we 
permit in our lives and which are 
earthly, worldly, fleshly, carnally- 
minded—how they grieve this Spirit 
of glory! What do we love most? The 
world? Carnal things and pleasures? 
On what is our heart set? Where are

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“But continue thou in the things 
which thou hast learned and hast been 
assured of, knowing of whom thou hast 
learned them; And that from a child 
thou hast known the holy scriptures, 
which are able to make thee wise unto 
salvation through faith which is in 
Christ Jesus,” 2 Tim. 3:14, 15. 


Christian education is very much 
needed and the Sunday School is the 
greatest place in the world for the 
children of all ages to receive this 
education. When we note the small 
number of prison inmates who have 
been Sunday School students, it cer- 
tainly should make the Sunday 
School teacher feel that his or her 
work is not in vain. 


The formative period of character 
is in early childhood, and the break- 
down of the home is caused by the 
neglect of spiritual things, which 
causes our juvenile courts to be 
crowded with children. In many 
homes, meals are eaten without 
thanks, and conversation about the 
Lord would be considered a minor 
scandal, if certain people happened 
to be present. Family worship has 
been relegated to the SCRAP- 
HEAP of encumbrances of the past. 
Parents set a poor example in church 
attendance, if they go at all. Sunday 
has become a day of pleasure-seeking 
instead of God-seeking. 


It has been proven over and over 
that environment, education, and 
opportunity are the greatest factors 
in character building, and coupled 
with the gospel of Christ, which is 
the power of God unto salvation, can 
make a life that will glorify God. A 
generation grows quickly from child- 
hood to maturity. No child is born a 
Nazi, communist, Christian, or pagan. 
Whatever he becomes is decided by 
the force that wields the greatest in- 
fluence in his life. The Spirit of God 
is one antiseptic that is strong 
enough to rid the mind of poisonous 
elements, and keep it sterilized for the 
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discovery of truth. It can clear the 
eyes of the mind and renovate our 
thinking. 

Pentecost was made possible by 
obedience to Christ. There was ear- 
nest prayer, with a spirit of interces- 
sion. A waiting on God, shut in from 
the world. There was a spirit of har- 
mony. No friction or discord. There 
was a spirit of expectancy. They were 
looking for something. Many go to 
church from a sense of duty, and do 
not expect a blessing. If people went 
to church with a spirit of expectancy, 
there would be a larger church attend- 
ance. We see what happened at Pente- 
cost, and at Cornelius’ home, and at 
Mary’s home when they were praying 
for Peter’s release from prison. 


All Christians need the true inspira- 
tion of life. Paul’s philosophy of life 
is set forth in one phrase, “For me to 
live is Christ.” The aim of his life was 
to further the cause of Christ. Paul’s 
consecration was reflected in his words 
in the 21st chapter of Acts, when he 
said, “I am ready not only to be bound, 
but to die at Jerusalem for the name 
of the Lord Jesus Christ.” And again, 
when he told how the Holy Ghost 
witnesseth in every city, saying that 
“bonds and afflictions abide me.” But 
he said in Acts 20:24, “But none of 
these things move me, neither count 
I my life dear to myself, so that I 
might finish my course with joy, and 
the ministry, which I have received 
of the Lord Jesus, to testify the gos- 
pel of the grace of God.” We need 
more of this kind of consecration. 


The cause of world confusion is that 
man is too self-sufficient. He has a 
scientific assurance, and a lust for 
material things that have crowded 
out the moral and the spiritual. The 
church must be a positive force in the 
world, or it will fail in its mission. The 
church is the salt of the earth, and 
the light of the world. Salt is a positive 
thing. It may sometimes be wel- 
comed, and sometimes resented, but 
you always know whether it is present 


or absent. Salt has a saving power. 
It is an enemy of decay. A foe of 
rottenness and impurity. It sweetens 
and preserves. And when the church 
fails in her mission, civilization goes 
downward. The church is the light of 
the world. Light is also a positive 
thing. It is the foe of darkness, and 
is the only thing that can drive dark- 
ness away. You might get in a dark 
room with a club and beat all night, 
but the darkness will stay there until 
light comes. 

If the church were what it should be 
it would be a rebuke to all evil re- 
gardless of where that evil might be. 
The church cannot remain indifferent 
to the insanity of war, and of racial 
and national prejudices, and still re- 
tain her favor with God. The gospel 
of Christ is the power of God unto 
salvation to everyone that believeth, 
but it must both be preached and 
practised. It is not enough to be 
harmless, for harmlessness is not holi- 
ness, and goodness does not consist 
in simply doing no wrong. There is no 
harm in the dummy in the show- 
window, or the marble statue on 
the square, but they are not Christians. 
To be neutral is to be against Christ, 
and on the side of wrong. “He that is 
not with me is against me: and he 
that gathereth not with me scatter- 
eth,” Luke 11:23. 

Christianity is made up of certain 
elements, and they just must be pres- 
ent, or it is not Christianity. No other 
religion has love. No other religion 
has joy, and no other religion has 
peace. These are essential to the re- 
ligion of the Bible. Love is the main 
essential, without which religion can- 
not be pure and undefiled. Joy is love 
elevated. Peace is love in tranquility. 
Long-suffering is love enduring. Gen- 
tleness is love in association. Good- 
ness is love in service. Faith is love 
in conflict. Meekness is love in school. 
Temperance is love in training.

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New Scriptures from Holland 


Copies of Scriptures that were pub- 
lished in Holland, while the enemy 
occupied the country, have been re- 
ceived by the American Bible Society 
from the Netherlands Bible Society of 
Amsterdam. These are the only copies 
in this country and are a valuable 
addition to the Society’s library, which 
contains Scriptures in 861 languages. 


The paper and binding materials 
for these books were bought when the 
war clouds began to gather over Hol- 
land. In 1939-40 it was still possible, 
in that country, to purchase good 
paper in large amounts. The first 
edition of the entire Bible in Frisian, 
a language spoken in Frisia, a prov- 
ince in the North of Holland, was on 


the press before the war began but 
was not finished until September, 
1943. Frisian is the 185th language in 
which the entire Bible has been pub- 
lished and is the latest to appear. So 
eager were the people to have the 
Bible in their own language, that the 
complete edition of some 50,000 copies 
has been sold. 

A new revision of the Dutch Psalms 
also appeared in 1943. This book now

He banked His life on them and be- 
cause He did, He quite definitely said 
that it was wrong to worry. “Be not 
anxious, for your heavenly Father 
knoweth.” Undoubtedly the secret of 
Jesus’ peacefulness of mind lay in 
His absolute faith in God’s care. We 
will never enter into the secret of 
mastery over worry until we share 
that faith. 

I knew an elderly man who saw his 
financial resources slipping away. He 
was frugal and honest, he wasn’t a 
lazy good-for-nothing, trying to cover 
up his carelessness with religious piety 
when he said, “I do not know what 
is ahead of me. I may soon be in 
the bread line, but I can be happy 
there, I have done my best, and any- 
where I go, Christ will be with me 
and I will be all right.” Paul had the 
same faith. He was a prisoner of 
Rome. He might have fretted and 
fumed over his mishap, but rather 
he accommodated himself and began 
to write letters to the different 
churches and signed them or callei 
himself ‘a prisoner of the Lord Jesus 
Christ.” Again he said, “I have learned 
that in whatsoever state I am, there- 
with to be content.” That is Christian 
faith and true trust. Fanny Crosby, 
at the age of six, lost her sight. She 
had a love for verse and had a beau- 
tiful Christian faith even for a child. 
At the age of eight she wrote these 
lines: 


“Oh what a happy child am I. Al- 
though I cannot see, 

I am resolved that in this world, 
contented I will be. 

How many blessings I enjoy, that 
other people don’t; 

To weep and sigh because I’m blind, 
I cannot and I won’t.” 


Out of that peace of mind, that 
tranquility of soul, and that undying 
faith comes such hymns as “All the 
Way My Savior Leads Me,” “Blessed 
Assurance Jesus Is Mine,” “I Am 
Thine, O Lord,” and “Safe in the Arms 
of Jesus.” At the age of ninety-two, 
after eighty-six years of blindness, she 
said, “I never fret, worry, or think dis- 
agreeable thoughts.” 

I know many are passing through 
trying times; but, my friends, what 
is our faith for if it isn’t just for times 
like these? What does the Father- 
hood of God mean if He doesn’t want 
us to put our trust in. Him? Luther 
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was very downcast and worrying. His 
wife dressed all in mourning and came 
into the room. “What is the matter?” 
he asked. Her reply was, “I thought by 
the look of you that God was dead.” 
Jesus is saying to every anxious heart, 
“Come unto me, all ye that are weary 
and heavy laden.” Put your trust in 
God, even as I did, and if you do, then 
you, too, can say, 
“I know not where the islands lift 
their fronded palms in air. 
I only know I cannot drift beyond

in other tongues ceased. When I 
arrived unheralded, our brother came 
running, and said, “Come on, every- 
body! See the man the Lord has sent 
us from America. He belongs to the 
Church of God and believes just like 
we do.” 

The whole. company unanimously 
agreed to join our fellowship. We 
bought another lot of lard alongside 
and started the building vou see in 
these pictures. The new temple was 
built over the top of the old church, 
which was torn down and thrown 
through the windows and the doors. 
Instead of 450 members, we now have 
a membership of about 1,000 people.

NEW SCRIPTURES FROM 
HOLLAND

available for the first time in the 
current language of the people, is in 
such great demand that an edition of 
30,000 copies was sold out twice over 
before it came from the press. As 
there was no new paper allowance 
the book could not be reprinted. 

The third publication, a Javanese 
New Testament, was brought out in 
1940 also with revised text, and the 
first edition to be published in Roman 
type. The Netherlands Bible Society, 
under whose supervision Bible work 
in the Netherlands East Indies is con- 
‘@ ducted, was able to send these books 
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to Java before the Japanese occupa- 
tion. According to reports reaching 
Holland the books were eagerly 
bought. 

The last of the four volumes to be 
published by the Netherlands Society 
was a Sangir New Testament, the 
first complete New Testament to be 
printed in this language. It was fin- 
ished in 1943. It was translated orig- 
inally by Dr. Steller, a missionary in 
the Sangir Islands, which lie north 
of Macassar and south of Mindanao, 
and revised by his son, Dr. K.GF. 
Steller. The younger Steller was work- 
ing on a translation of the Old Testa- 
ment into Sangir when he died in a 
Japanese concentration camp. 

As a part of its war emergency pro- 
gram, the American Bible Society has 
been supplying materials, for the con- 
tinuation of their publishing pro- 
grams, to its sister Bible Societies 
which have been crippled in their 
work by war conditions. 

To the Netherlands Bible Society, 
which still has on hand a stock of 
printed, unbound sheets of certain 
editions of the Scriptures, the Bible 
Society is sending headbands, cases of 
lining, tubes of thread, barrels of glue 
and cases of cloth—American Bible 
Society.

tortured by its friends than the Bible, 
the latter being due in the final 
analysis to ignorance of every sound 

rule of interpretation. 

Misinterpreted, misapplied, and dis- 
located scripture leads to ruin in Bible 
Study, because anyone who gets the 
Bible twisted will never be able to 
segregate the figurative, symbolic, 
and literal meaning of the Bible. No 
person has any authority to put his 
own interpretation to any part of the 
Bible, and whoever does such a thing 
is guilty of sin. Neither can, anyone 
build a doctrine on a parable any 
more than we can spiritualize a literal 
scripture. Some knowledge of Her- 
meneutics will free the Bible student 
from this difficulty and will prevent 
him from getting into a rut which 
will lead to eternal ignorance of the 
deeper truths in this marvelous Book 
of books. Preacher, teacher, scholar, 
student, or whoever you are, you will 
have to study, dig, sweat, pray, and 
believe God before you will be capable 
of being a safe disseminator of “the 
sword of the Spirit.” When we have 
learned all of these things, we will 
have a rounded out Bible education.
